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Sources of Finance and Technical Aid 
for Overseas Development 


NE of the most significant trends in post-war international co-operation has been in the field 
()« financial and technical assistance for industrial and economic development and expansion, 

not only in the under-developed areas but in countries throughout the world. This has been 
made possible by the formation of such organizations as the International Bank for Reconstruction 
and Development, the Technical Assistance Administration of the United Nations and the United 
States Foreign Operations Administration. 


An outline of the activities of these and similar organizations is given in this agin as well 
as of the private and public funds which are available from the United Kingdom for development 
purposes. 

International Bank for Reconstruction and Development 

The International Bank for Reconstruction and Development (I.B.R.D.) is a public international 
institution which is now concerned with providing finance primarily for economic development. It 
comprises 58 member nations. The British Colonial territories derive their membership through 
the United Kingdom. Although the Bank raises funds by borrowing in the various capital markets 
of the world, its most important source of finance is still the of its members. sath 
20 per cent. ‘of these is paid up (2 per cent. in gold or dollars, and remaining 18 . in 
the member’s own currency, which may be used by the Bank for loans only with aaaiber 
government’s consent). The balance of 80 per cent. is not available to the Bank for lending but is 
subject to call if and when required by the Bank to meet its obligations. Subscriptions are assessed 
on the basis of the estimated economic strength of the members. Out of a total of just over $9,000 
million, the United States subscription amounts to $3,175 million and that of the United Kingdom 
to $1, 300 million. 

The Bank does not attach any ‘strings’ to its loans. Orders which it finances are placed by the 


borrower under conditions of international competition which are best summarized in an extract 


peta rg blished official Bank description of its activities, given at the end of this article as 
Annex I. It

Misunderstanding on this point has sometimes arisen from the way in which announcements 
are made concerning the grant of a Bank loan. The amount of the loan is usually indicated as a sum 
in dollars, and this even if some of the loan is to be in other currencies. Moreover, even when the 
loan is in fact made in dollars, these dollars may always be used, and not infrequently are, for the 
purchase of capital equipment elsewhere than in the dollar area. 

When the Bank receives an a fication. for a loen mich, sqganee. on Me mnieen se hoe. gees 
proposition, its first step is to a survey mission composed of the appropriate experts to make an 
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‘on the spot’ investigation of the proposed project. Generally the 
Bank’s lending operations conform to five main principles: 

(i) Loans are made either to member Governments or to govern- 
mental authorities or or to private enterprises in the 
territories of member (Loans to private

projects reconstruction or development, and are granted 
only when in the Bank’s opinion they are justified on economic 


(iii) In making loans the Bank must act prudently and pay due 
regard to the prospects of repayment. 

(iv) Since the Bank is intended to Promote private investment, and 
not to compete with it, business is not undertaken which 
private investors are willing to finance on reasonable terms. 

(v) The use of loan proceeds is supervised. The Bank ensures 
that funds lent are used only for authorized purposes, with 
due attention to economy and efficiency.

will mobilize their resources to meet a substantial part of the cost of 
projects which the Bank is helping to finance.

Economic Survey Missions 


Apart from making loans to member countries to enable them to 
carry out particular projects, an important activity of the Bank is 
that of advising and assisting these countries to solve their economic 
problems. In such cases the Bank normally organizes a mission to 
survey the territory’s economic potentialities and make recommenda- 
tions designed to help the Government to formulate and carry out a 
long term development programme. These missions vary in size and 
composition according to the requirements of the particular economies 
to be surveyed. They are normally made up of a core of Bank staff, 
reinforced as necessary by experts in specialized technical fields 
recruited on an international basis. The reports of the missions are 
published for the International Bank by the Johns Hopkins Press in 
the United States and are published in Great Britain by the Oxford 
University Press. The issue of these reports is announced in the Special 
Register Service of the Board of Trade. 


Bank Staff 


The staff of the Bank is international in character and is chosen 
on the basis of personal merit and the ability to do a particular job. 
The Bank also selects consultants engaged on a temporary assignment 
on an international basis. Mr. Brian Colquhoun, the well-known 
British consulting engineer, has recently been appointed Engineering 
Adviser to the Bank. Every effort is made to nominate suitable United 
Kingdom candidates for posts on the Bank’s staff. In particularly 
important cases recourse is had 
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to make to Parliament proposals for United Kingdom adherence 
to the body. 


It will now be necessary for the International Bank, in negotiation 
with interested Governments, to draw up a charter for the new body 
in the form of an international instrument. When this has been done, 
the instrument will be thrown open for si by countries wishing 
to join: in many countries, including the United States and the 
United Kingdom, the decision to join will involve Parliamentary 
action of one sort or another, which is bound to impose some further 
delay. The Corporation will only come into existence when a sufficient 
number of members have joined and subscribed a sufficient amount of 
capital; and it must then organize itself and determine its general 
operational policies before embarking on negotiations for the finance 
of particular projects. 

It is always exceedingly difficult to forecast progress in international 
negotiations of any sort, but it is hard to see how the Corporation 
could commence effective operations in much less than 18 months 
to two years from now. 


Technical Assistance Administration 


The Technical Assistance Administration of the United Nations 
is responsible for the administration of what is known as the Expanded 
Programme of Technical Assistance. This is a co-operative venture 
of the United Nations and the Specialized Agencies (e.g. Food and

The information obtained from the overseas 
officer and from other sources is passed on promptly to industry. 
Every effort is made to secure early information of projects even in 
the rumour stage. Information received from the International Bank 
in Washington is passed on with all possible speed. 


International Finance Corporation 


On November 11, 1954, the United States Government announced 
that it would be willing to seek Congressional approval for a United 
States subscription to an International Finance Corporation, on 
lines which had been previously discussed in the United Nations. 
The proposal of the United States Government included the following 
main points: 

(a) The purpose of the body would be to encourage private 
investment and not to compete with private investment, the 
International Bank or the Export/Import Bank. 

(b) The Corporation would be an inter-governmental body created 
by an international agreement open to signature by members of 
the International Bank for Reconstruction and Development. 

(c) The Corporation would not be effectively created until $75 
million had been subscribed by the minimum of 30 countries. 

(d) The authorized capital would be $100 million, contributed by 
m countries in proportion to their interest in the Inter- 
national Bank — this would mean $35 million from the United 
States and the equivalent of $14 million from the United 

i . Further capital would come from the sale of bonds 
by the Corporation. 

(e) The Corporation would not make or hold equity investments: 
but it could make loans without guarantee from the Government 
of the capital importing country. 

(f) The Corporation would be an affiliate of the International Bank 
and in effect managed by the International Bank. 

The United Kingdom Government announced in Parliament 
on December 2 that it was prepared to join in international discussions 
about the charter of such a Corporation, and, subject to such dis- 
cussions and to subscriptions being forthcoming from other countries, 
particularly the United States, would be prepared in due course 


training facilities over a wide 
field. The assistance usually takes the form of (a) the provision of 
international experts who visit under-developed countries and advise 
on subjects of interest, (b) the grant of fellowships and scholarships, 
or (c) the training of local technicians. In this field the United King- 
dom is well represented and it is interesting to note that in 1953 it 
replaced the United States as the predominant supplier of such 
experts. The total number of British experts of all kinds recruited 
in that year was 308 as compared with 306 Americans; another point 
of interest is that the majority of the British technicians went to 
non-British territories. 


Requests for suitable United Kingdom candidates for these posts 
are normally handled by the Ministry of Labour, with the co-operation 
of other interested Departments, and posts of special importance may 
be handled by the Special Overseas Appointments Committee referred 
to above. 


The respective contributions of the United States and United 
Kingdom to the 1953 T.A.A. programme were: United States 
$12:7 million, United Kingdom $1-4 million. Nearly all money is 
spent on the provision of experts and training services of the kind 
described. A certain amount of technical equipment and supplies is, 
however, purchased from time to time, either by the Technical Assist- 
ance Administration itself or by the Headquarters of the Specialized 
Agency concerned, under the various competitive bidding arrange- 
ments. Annex IJ on page 38 sets out the position in more detail.

Scale of F.O.A. Procurement 


Some idea of the scale and location of F.O.A. activities is given by 
the programme for 1954-55. Apart from Defence support, this pro- 
vides for an expenditure of $224,000,000 on Economic Development 
Assistance, divided between the areas as follows: 


Near East and Africa . $130,000,000 
South Asia . ; . $85,000,000 
Western Hemisphere . $9,000,000 


Expenditure on individual projects is negotiated between the recipient 
country and the United States Government. 

Some of the economic development assistance given by the F.O.A. 
is applied to specific development projects and expended on the 
capital equipment required for such projects (e.g. railway locomotives 
and wagons). Some of it however may be given as aid of a more general 
kind in relief of balance of payments figures and may be applied 
in the purchase of food, raw materials and other commodities forming 
part of the general import programme of the country concerned. 


Procurement Outside the United States 


Unlike the International Bank, whose funds are subscribed by 
member countries, the funds available for projects authorized under 
F.O.A, are entirely derived from United States sources. There is 
therefore a strong tendency to look to the United States for technical 
assistance and the supply of equipment. The aid given does, however, 
provide some business opportunities for firms outside the United 
States and the F.O.A. seeks to widen the field of international com- 
petitive bidding, as far as is feasible and as its statutory obligations, 
e.g. to have regard to unemployment in specific American industries, 
permit. Figures are not available for the total amount of F.O.A. 
contracts which have been awarded to this country but, out of a total 
expenditure in the Far Eastern area of $103,495,000 in the first nine 
months of 1954, only $711,000 came to the United Kingdom (or an 
annual rate of $948,000) with a further $1,295,000 for ‘British 
Dependencies,’ e.g. on rubber, titi, etc. 

'The methods of procurement by the United States Government in 
Washington, or in or by the country concerned, are outlined in 
Annex III, which sets out the advice circulated to United Kingdom 
industry on the best ways of seeking business arising out of F.O.A. 


operations. 
Export-Import Bank 

The Export-Import Bank, like F.O.A., is not an international body 

but a United States independent Federal agency reporting to Congress. 
Its declared purpose is to aid in financing and to facilitate exports 
and imports and the exchange of commodities between the United 
States and the rest of the world. The nature of its operations was 
summarized in its most recent report to Congress, under the following 
heads: 

(i) Loans in which the Bank participates with United States 
suppliers in financing the sale and export of United States 
products, principally of a capital goods nature; 

(ii) Short term loans to finance the sale of United States com- 
modities, such as cotton and wheat, in traditional foreign 
markets; 

(iii) Loans to private enterprises for the development or expansion 
of foreign sources of strategic and essential materials required 
for defence and by United States industries; and 

(iv) Loans to private industry or to governments for the procurernent 
of materials, equipment, supplies or services in the United 
States for development projects abroad which will improve 
the economy and strengthen the dollar exchange position of 
the foreign country. 

In practice this means that ‘Eximbank’ loans are almost invariably 
‘tied’ to the purchase of materials, equipment and services from the 
United States. In a handful of cases the Bank has made an ‘untied’ 
loan, but usually there were compelling strategic or political reasons — 
e.g. the construction of uranium plant in South Africa, and the 
production of copper and cobalt in Rhodesia. Since the war the Bank 
has normally made loans direct to foreign governments or private 
interests abroad. It has also guaranteed loans to foreign governments 
made by private United States banks. 

Its total lending authority is now limited to $5,000 million 

absolutely. The Bank can use profits for lending, but if they are so 
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used, the effect is to reduce the amount which the Ex/Im Bank 
borrows from the United States Government within its maximum 
borrowing power, which (including the Government's capital sub- 
scription) is also, as a maximum $5,000 million. Since beginning 
operations in 1934, the Bank has authorized credits in respect of trade 
with Europe of $2,805 million; Latin America $2,192 million; Asia 
$955 million; and Africa $153 million. At the end of June 1954, it 
had loans outstanding to European countries totalling $1,442 million; 
to Latin America $867 million; to Asia $339 million; and to Africa 
$91 million. 

It seems clear that the Bank varies the terms and conditions of its 
loans a ing to circumstances. Thus, in the first six months of 
1954, the Bank authorized new credits to a value of $76 million, 
mainly to Latin American countries although the two largest individual 
items related to Afghanistan and New Zealand ($8} and $16 million 
respectively). The rates of interest charged on these loans varied 
between 3} per cent. and 6 per cent. and the terms of repayment 
vary from case to case — the actual start of repayment varying from 
three months to four years from the date of advance and the period 
of repayment varying from two to 20 years. 

The Bank did not concern itself specially with the financing of 
the development of uader-developed countries until 1949, when the 
President of the United States recommended that special attention 
be paid to loans and guarantees to such countries. Since then there 
have been some fluctuations in policy reflecting, it is believed, two. 
schools of thought in the United States, one which seeks for the 
Ex/Im Bank an active role in the finance and development in under- 
developed countries, and the other holding that the basic job of 
financing such development by loans should rest with the International 
Bank for Reconstruction and Development, while the Ex/Im Bank 
should concern itself more directly with United States exports. 


Exporters’ Credits 

As a result of recent strong pressure by United States exporters, 
who allege that they are unable to compete with the credit terms 
offered by European exporters of capital equipment, the Bank is 
currently preparing to meet this demand by expanding its programme 
of advancing lines of credit to individual traders. Although we do 
not yet know all the details, we believe that the Bank will continue 
to operate on a very selective basis in this field, e.g. by trying to 
ensure that the exports financed in this way helped the recipient 
country to increase its dollar earning capacity in the long run; by 
insisting on a 20 per cent. down payment on all contracts made under 
the line of credit; and by advancing to the exporter funds equivalent 
to no more than 60 per cent. of the invoice value of the individual 
transaction. The rate of interest on these advances will, we believe, 
be not usually less than 5 per cent. plus commission and additional 
charges on advances in excess of three years to be added. It remains 
to be seen whether the expanded facilities will assist United States 
exporters significantly; but the United States authorities have stressed 
that they do not intend to precipitate an international credit race. 


The Colombo Plan 


The Colombo Plan for co-operative economic development in 
South East Asia had its origin in, and took its name from, the meeting 
of Commonwealth Foreign Ministers held at Colombo in January 
1950. It is designed to provide a framework within which a co-operative 
effort can be made to raise the area’s standard of living and economic 
development. The members now comprise the United Kingdom 
(together with Malaya and Borneo) and Australia, Ceylon, India, 
New Zealand, Burma, Cambodia, Laos and Vietnam, Indonesia, 
Nepal, Pakistan and the Philippines, Thailand and Japan who joined 
this year. Thus, all the countries of South and South East Asia are 
now members. The United States is also a member of the Consultative 
Committee, but apart from her su for United Nations agencies 
her contribution to the economy of the area is mainly through her 
Point Four (F.O.A.) programme. 

The programmes of individual countries are, for the most part, 
schemes of basic development in the public sector. In carrying them 
out the contributions of the countries themselves are of paramount 
importance, and external aid was never intended to be more than 
marginal. Since the beginning of the Plan, the United Kingdom 
contribution has, in the main, taken the form of releases of blocked 


sterling balances to India, Pakistan and Ceylon. Over the six years 
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of the Plan (1950-1957) these releases, together with aid given under 
Colonial Development and Welfare, and from the Colonial Develop- 
ment Corporation to Malaya and North Borneo, will have totalled 
over £300 million. Arising from the Commonwealth Conference of 
1952, the United Kingdom also agreed to release up to £60 million 
over six years from our 18 per cent. subscription to the I.B.R.D. for 
loans for approved projects in the Commonwealth, and so far the 
United Kingdom has agreed to loans up to £13-8 million from this 
source for the extension of steel and power production in India and 
power production in Pakistan. In 1953 the United Kingdom offered 
to extend the releases of sterling for I1.B.R.D. loans for projects in 
non-Commonwealth countries of the Colombo Plan which met the 
same criteria as apply for loans to Commonwealth countries. 
Under the Technical Co-operation Scheme of the Colombo Plan, 
the following types of technical assistance are provided: 
(a) The training of personnel from countries in the area in 
countries where suitable instruction is available, and the 
despatch of Missions abroad to study the latest technique and 


practices. 

(b) The establishment, equipmenr or extension of training or 
other institutions in the countries of the region where facilities 
are not available under any other scheme. 

The emphasis, particularly of (b) is not only on the training of high 
level technicians, which can probably only be done abroad, but also 
on increasing the level of skill of large numbers of skilled and semi- 
skilled personnel at intermediate levels by training in their own 
countries. The financial scope of the scheme is modest — £8 million 
to be provided mainly by the independent Commonwealth countries 
over the period of the Colombo Plan, i.e. over the period 1950-1957. 
Of this sum the United Kingdom made a firm commitment of £2°8 
million which includes paying for the services of United Kingdom 
consultants employed by member Governments on approved schemes. 
The funds available for this purpose will be almost entirely absorbed 
by current commitments or applications under consideration. 


Private United Kingdom Sources 


United Kingdom finance is made available from both private and 
public sources. The greater part of United Kingdom overseas finance 
goes to Commonwealth countries (including Colonies) although there 
has been Governmental assistance to various under-developed non- 
Commonwealth countries. At the Commonwealth Conferences in 
December 1952 and January 1954, the United Kingdom indicated 
that it would maintain its special effort to provide additional capital 
for Commonwealth development; and for this it normally seeks to 
assure itself that such capital shall be for purposes which will contribute 
to the sterling area’s balance of payments, and that an adequate 
contribution is being made by the country concerned. 

There are no precise figures of total United Kingdom finance 
made available overseas, but broad totals can be quoted and in 
addition known sources can be listed. 

Total United Kingdom overseas investment (excluding inter- 
Government lending, but including United Kingdom Government 
investment in commercial projects, overseas Government borrowing 
on the London market and private investment whether directly or 
by purchase of securities) over the years 1951-1953 averaged £220 
million a year gross, or £180 million a year net.* This figure is cal- 
culated on a payments basis, i.e. the amounts actually being transferred 
in the period. 

Known investments and grants from private funds and from 
public monies are made through the channels described in the follow- 
ing sub-sections. These figures relate not to actual transfers, but to 
approvals except where otherwise stated. 


London Market Borrowing 

Applications by overseas Governmental! authorities to borrow on 
the London market are subject to the consent of the United Kingdom 
Government. It is our present policy to confine access to the London 
market to central Governments, in order to avoid having to assess 
relative priorities between overseas central and local authorities; it 
is therefore left to central Governments in co-operation with. their 
local and/or state authorities to co-ordinate any proposals, select 
their own priorities, and determine external financial needs over the

In addition, the I.B.R.D. has been authorized to raise loans on the 
London market of £5 million in 1951 and £5 million in 1954. 


Other Private Investment 


Applications to raise more than £50,000 on the London market 
require the consent of the Treasury advised by the Capital Issues 
Committee. The Chancellor has issued guidance to the Committee 
asking that priority should be given to projects related to defence, 
the stimulation of exports to desirable markets, the saving of imports, 
and essential raw materials; and also to projects which appear to 
contribute to the sterling areas balance of payments with the non- 
sterling world. Infomnation based on this source does not cover 
private investment of amounts under £50,000 which needs no 
permission under the Control of Borrowing Order; or overseas 
transfers to the Sterling Area from the existing resources of firms; 
or the retention abroad in the Sterling Area of unremitted profits. 
For the non-sterling area such investment is caught by Exchange 
Control, and is therefore known, but for the Sterling Area no Exchange 
Control is imposed by the United Kingdom and there are therefore 
no known details of the total amount of investment moving out to 
these countries. It is possible therefore to quote capital issues consents 
for the Sterling Area, but it has to be remembered that this is only 
part of an undefined whole; and exchange control authorizations for 
non-sterling countries. 

For Sterling Area Commonwealth countries, private capital issues 
applications approved in 1953 were £40 million and in January- 
August 1954 were £30 million. Applications for non-Commonwealth 
Sterling Area countries were negligible. 

For non-sterling countries, total transactions approved by Exchange 
Control were £54 million in 1953 and £75 million to the end of 
August 1954. 


Commonwealth Development Finance Co. Ltd. 

The Commonwealth Development Finance Co. Ltd. was set up 
in March 1953. Its authorized share capital is £15 million subscribed 
as to £8- -25 million by industrial, shipping, mining and banking 
interests in the United Kingdom and as to £6-75 million by the Bank 
of England. Not all shares have yet been = up, and the balance 
will be called up as required. The objects of y are: 

(a) To assist in the provision of financial assistance for develop- 

ment projects in the Commonwealth, more ¥ projects 
to increase Commonwealth resources and strengthen 
the Sterling Area’s balance of payments; 

(b) To assist, through its participants and contacts, in providing 
ready access to British industrial, financial and commercial 
experience in the examination and furtherance of such projects;

Public United Kingdom Sources 


United Kingdom Government funds are made available in the 
following ways: 


Colonial Development Corporation 

The Colonial Development Corporation was established in February 
1948 under the provisions of the Overseas Resources Development 
Act 1948. It is charged with the duty of ‘securing the investigation, 
formulation, and carrying out of projects for developing resources 
of Colonial territories with the view to the expansion of production 
therein of foodstuffs and raw materials, or for other agricultural, 
industrial or trade developments.’ The Corporation is financed by 
borrowing from the Exchequer, which may not exceed £100 million, 
plus £10 million in the form of short-term loans, e.g. bank overdrafts, 
at any one time. The Corporation has the power to carry on all activities 
furthering its objects by its own organization or in association with 
other organizations or persons; it has a statutory duty to break even 
taking one year with another. 

The primary purpose of the Corporation has been interpreted as 
being to undertake projects of economic value to the Colonies, which 
although commercially viable, are not sufficiently attractive to interest 
private capital unsupported. The Corporation has invested in a 
number of diverse projects in the Colonies. Although in the early 
years it undertook sole and direct responsibility for its schemes, of 
recent years the policy with regard to new schemes has been to seek 
association with private enterprise, both as regards capital and in 
management. 

The total capital which had been sanctioned at the end of March 
1954 was £51-°75 million, of which £45 million related to projects 
in operation at that stage. Of this £36 million had been drawn by 
means of Exchequer advances to the Corporation. Over £7 million 
was sanctioned in 1952-53 and about £6 million in 1953-54. The 
amount sanctioned to date in the financial year 1954-55 is £3-27 million. 
Authority for capital sanction, etc., is given by the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies with the approval of the Treasury. 


At the end of 1953 the Corporation reported that it had 50 continuing 
projects and investigations. They were divided up as follows: 

Agriculture 13; animal products 4; factories 5; fisheries 1; forestry 
5; hotels 1; minerals 8; property and housing 5; public utilities 
and works 8. The Corporation’s interests include experimental cocoa 
planting in Malaya; copper and cobalt mining in Uganda (the Kilembe 
Mines Limited); forestry undertakings in Swaziland and British 
Guiana; hydro-electric utilities in the West Indies; cement manu- 
facture in Northern Rhodesia and Trinidad; crawfish fishing and 
canning in Tristan da Cunha, as well as other projects such as large 
ranching and agricultural schemes. In addition the Corporation has 
made investments of various kinds, e.g. in a large power station 
project in the Federation of Malaya and a building society in the 
same territory. 


Colonial Development and Welfare Acts 

The United Kingdom is providing £140 million for planned 
development and welfare in its Colonies over a ten year period ending 
March 31, 1956; and arrangements for future years are now under 
consideration. In 1953 some £18°5 million was approved in the form 
of grants and loans from these sources and in January to June 1954, 
£5-4 million. This assistance is used by the Colonies to supplement 
development expenditure from their own resources and from market 
borrowing. It is generally spent on basic development, in which 
communications and social welfare advancement are prominent. 


Sterling Lending by the International Bank 


Following the Commonwealth Economic Conference in December 
1952 the Chancellor of the Exchequer announced in February 1953 
that the United Kingdom would make sterling available to the 
I.B.R.D. for lending for Commonwealth development; and that such 
sterling would come from the United Kingdom subscription to the 
capital stock of the Bank, and it was expected that some £60 million 
over six years would be available. As in other cases, the United 
Kingdom Government in considering applications seeks to assure 
itself that the project will make a contribution to the Sterling Area’s 
balance of payments, and that adequate local resources are being 
made available. So far, the United Kingdom has agreed to releases 
totalling £13-8 million to India and Pakistan. 
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Other Government Sources 


Special arrangements have been made for the granting of substantial 
credits through E.C.G.D., backed by Government funds. In July 
1953 agreement was reached to granting a credit in this way of £10 
million to Pakistan, for the purchase of equipment in the United 

for schemes directly or indirectly contributing to agri- 
cultural production. Similarly, a special E.C.G.D. credit of £10 
million to Persia, for expenditure on United Kingdom goods and 
services, has just been announced. 

In addition, money has been made available from voted sources 
for various overseas purposes, of which the main ones of interest in 
this context were grants or loans to Israel, Jordan, Libya and Yugo- 
slavia. In recent financial years these have totalled: 


1952-1953 £21 million 
1953-1954 £17 
1954-1955 (estimated) £18°6 .. 


Annex I 
International Bank for Reconstruction and Development 


The following extract from “The International Bank for Reconstruc- 
tion and Development, 1946-1953’ gives the methods of procurement 
under Bank loans. 


The Articles of Agreement prohibit the I.B.R.D. from tying the 
use of the proceeds of any loan to expenditure in any particular 
country. At the same time, the Articles require the Bank to ensure 
that the proceeds ‘are used only for the purposes for which the loan 
was granted, with due attention to considerations of economy and 
efficiency.’ Thus Bank borrowers are free to use the proceeds of their 
loans in making purchases anywhere they wish, provided only that 
they observe a proper standard of economy and efficiency. 

The Bank, however, attaches great importance in its own interest 
as well as that of the borrowing country to the procurement of the 
goods needed for any Bank-financed project in the cheapest possible 
market consistent with satisfactory performance. Moreover, as a 
co-operative international institution among whose principal purposes 
is promotion of the ‘long-range balanced growth of international trade,’ 
the Bank wishes all of its member countries to have a fair opportunity 
to supply goods which are financed by Bank loans. To this end, the 
Bank encourages its borrowers to resort to procurement on a com- 
petitive international basis, unless this procedure is clearly inappro- 
priate. In some cases, in order to make sure that maximum benefit is 
obtained from this system of procurement, the Bank advises, or even 
requires, its borrower to employ a qualified consultant to assist in 
determining the qualifications of bidders, in preparing specifications 
and analyzing the relative merits of bids. 

Circumstances will, however, frequently arise where international 
bidding on a competitive basis may not be appropriate and where the 
borrower is able to advance cogent reasons for making his purchases 
in some market; for example, familiarity of the operating 
organization with certain types of equipment, the desire to standardize 
equipment in order to avoid complications in maintenance and spare 
parts control, and the availability of dealers’ maintenance and service 
facilities for specific types of equipment. Moreover, it sometimes 
happens that part of the equipment for a project will already have been 
ordered before a Bank loan has actually been made, or that the equip- 
ment required is available only in one market or group of markets. 

Even where, for good and sufficient reason, international competi- 
tion has not been developed in the pra for the supply of equipment, 
the Bank satisfies itself before making disbursements under the loan 
that the equipment is suitable for the project and that the terms of the 
purchase are reasonable. 


The Bank never proposes that a borrower should place a contract 
with a designated supplier or that competition should be restricted 
et aor prs: are thal suppliers. Nor does the Bank furnish lists of 
suppliers to its ers. Decision as to which suppliers should be 
invited to bid and to which of them the contract is to be awarded is 
the responsibility of the borrower, subject only to the ability of the 
borrower to satisfy the Bank as to the suitability of the goods and the 
reasonableness of the terms of purchase. 


Annex Ii 


Purchases by the Specialized Agencies of the United Nations 
Nearly all money is spent on the provision of experts and training

In woollen spinning and felting, total consumption of wool 
and other fibres was 2 per cent. more than in October and 4 per cent.

but there was a fall of 4 per cent. in consumption of mungo and shoddy. 


The fall in consumption of wool and hair in topmaking was 
teflected in a corresponding reduction in output of tops, concentrated 
on crossbred ; consumption of crossbred tops was 3 per cent.

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Some Recent Publications Received 


Analysis of European Chemical Industry 

A study by the Chemical Products Committee of the Organization 
for European Economic Co-operation entitled “The Chemical Industry 
in Europe’ states that taking member countries as a unit, production 
in this sector has increased during the last three years (1951-1953) at 
a rate substantially higher than the average for European industry as a 
whole. Progress since 1950 has been particularly impressive in Italy 
(57 per cent.), Germany (43 per cent.), Belgium (22 per cent.) and the 
United Kingdom (20 per cent.). The Committee points out, however, 
that this trend, though satisfactory in itself, must be viewed in the 
light of the world situation, which has greatly eee since before 
the war. At that time, production in the O.E.E.C. countries 
represented about 50 per cent. of world production; in 1951 it fell 

to about 25 per cent., while United States production, which before 
dhs Weak annousald tee oe Gand of world production, rose to over 
40 per cent. in 1951. 


The report also says that the European industry has to face 
increasing competition both at home and abroad from the American 
industry which has the advantage of a big domestic market. This is 
sufficient indication of the need for a free flow of trade among O.E.E.C. 
countries.

PORTUGAL is ’s oldest ally by Treaty, and a faithful trading 
partner by habit, by interest, and by ancient family associations. Her 
history is inter-woven with ours in many parts of the world. The 
United Kingdom has been her principal supplier since 1949, and 
although this lead is now threatened by strong competition from 
Germany the latest Economic Survey* is confident —- with the usual 
caveat — that Portugal ‘will continue to be a good market for many 
classes of United Kingdom manufactures.’ In the first six months of 
1954 the United Kingdom was also Portugal’s best foreign customer, 
as she was in 1951. (In 1952-53 the U.S.A. had been in first place.) 


Heart of an Empire 


A point the writer makes straightaway is that interms of commercial 
opportunity Portugal is very much more than a small European 
country with some 8} million le. Among these, for that matter, 
‘the wealthy are few, the middle aes is small, and the great majority 
seem poor in worldly goods, though their qualities are a valuable 
resource for the nation.’ Their industries are expanding; in the last 
quarter of a century Dr. Salazar has given their economy a stable 
equilibrium; but they are still mainly an agricultural community. 
Portugal’s great territories in Africa and elsewhere, on the other hand, 
have undeveloped or even undiscovered resources. Two of these 
territories —- Angola and Mozambique — have been examined separately 
in earlier surveys. The present study covers only Metropolitan 
Portugal, including the adjacent islands, but should be read with 
Africa always in mind, if only because Portugal at present lacks the 
heavy industries she needs for her programme of capital development 
overseas. “The African territories are capable of absorbing vast sums 
of capital.’

Under their Six-Year Development Plan for 1953-58 the Lisbon 
Government contemplate spending 7,701-8 million escudos in Metro- 
politan Portugal and 6,000 million escudos in the Overseas Provinces 
(80 escudos = £1 approx.). The Plan continues an eight-year pro- 
gramme begun in 1944 and co-ordinates it with new schemes. Its 
purpose is to ensure that available resources are developed even when 
the projects are not attractive to risk capital. It comprises 
Government and private investment ‘but is a complete catalogue of 
neither.’ Hydro-electric schemes form the largest single item. 

For details of the Plan the reader is recommended to the relevant 
chapter and other sections of the Survey, and to its first three 
Appendices. 


Trade with United Kingdom 


The Survey suggests that Portugal’s membership of N.A.T'.O. and 
O.E.E.C. is liberating her from the policy of self-sufficiency imposed 
on her by the last war. Thanks to her older associations —- many 
centuries older —- with the United Kingdom, this country has long- 
standing commercial connections with Portugal: and notes on British 
manne and other interests in Portugal recur frequently in the 

urvey. 

Anglo-Portuguese trade rests on a satisfactory basis, and 1954 has 
seen a recovery from the downward trend of 1953, but the Survey in- 
sists there are no grounds for complacency. 

‘In the past year or two German and other European exporters 
have competed keenly and successfully in lines such as motor 
vehicles, ships, heavy capital goods, machinery and chemicals - 
in short, they have made inroads into the main exports from the 
United Kingdom to Portugal. If United Kingdom exporters do 
not match this effort they will lose their position in the Portuguese 


market.’

the British contribution: 

Raw Materials represent about half the total value of imports. 
The United Kingdom normally meets 65 to 70 per cent. of the 
country’s annual requirements (500,000 tons) of foreign coal. Portugal 
has no steel industry yet, although one is planned: at present her 
chief sources of iron and steel are Belgium-Luxembourg, France, 
U.S.A., the United Kingdom and Germany. Copper and copper 
alloys come mainly from Angola, Belgium-Luxembourg, the United 
Kingdom, West Germany, the Netherlands and the Congo, again in 
that order. Britain also supplies processed rubber and combed wool. 
Imports of petroleum and petroleum products will be affected as the 
country’s new refinery comes into production. 

Chemicals have been mentioned above. Imports of ammonium 
sulphate have recently averaged 80,000-90,000 tons a year, mainly 
from the United Kingdom, Belgium-Luxembourg, Italy, Germany 
and the Netherlands. Britain is the first source of copper sulphate, 
the third of dyes, and the fourth (after Switzerland, U.S.A. and 
Germany) of pharmaceuticals, which exceed 100 million escudos. 

Textile imports consist chiefly of raw cotton, cotton yarns, and 
cotton and linen piece-goods, and artificial or synthetic yarns. The 
United Kingdom leads in the cotton yarns and linen piece-goods,

but follows Italy, U.S.A., Belgium-Luxembourg and the Netherlands 
in artificial and synthetic yarns. 

Industrial Machinery. The United Kingdom is first with motors, 
textile machinery and accessories, agricultural machinery (excluding 
tractors) and sewing machines; second with pumps, printing machinery, 
excavators, tools and implements, precision and measuring instru- 
ments; and third with transformers, alternators, turbines, and wireless 
apparatus. France and Germany are strong competitors in most of 
these fields, and since 1951 Germany has overtaken both the Nether- 
lands and the United Kingdom as a supplier of wireless receivers. 

Motor Vehicles. The total number of motor vehicles on Portuguese 
roads was doubled in the six years 1948-53. Of passenger motor cars, 
it is estimated that the Portuguese market can absorb between 6,500 
and 7,000 a year — mainly of the lighter .

mainly from the U.S.A., auto-railcars from the United Kingdom, 
diesel sets from Italy, and railway carriages from France. Rails, 
averaging 4,000 tons p.a. in the last three years, eS ly 
from Belgium-Luxembourg, the United Kingdom and 
United Kingdom was the principal supplier of ships in Test but gave 
place to Belgium in 1952-53. 

Miscellaneous Manufactures. With articles of iron and steel 
such as pipes, tubes, wires, chains and cables, Western Germany has 
now taken the lead, her exports to Portugal having risen from 
20 million to 71 million escudos in three years. The United Kingdom 
comes second, followed by U.S.A., France and Belgium-Luxembourg. 
The same change of position has occurred with insulated wires and 
cables. Britain remains the principal supplier of paperboard and all 
types of paper other than newsprint, and ranks second to the U.S.A. 
as the source of cellulose, synthetic and industrial paints and high- 
quality enamel paints. Most of the demand for other paints is satisfied 
by domestic production. 


Representation of U.K. Firms 


The Survey points out that most of the Portuguese import trade is 
conducted through local agents, but adds that where the actual or 
prospective demand for goods warrants the setting up of branches or 
subsidiary companies, this can be done, The procedure is described 
in a memorandum available at the Export Services Branch (Tariff 
Section), Board of Trade, Lacon House, Theobalds Road, London, 
W.C.1. 

Agencies may be worked on a commission basis, a purchasing 
account, or a consignment account. The first is the most widely 
favoured, and many agents so working do business also on their own 
account with their principals, either for reasons of profit or because 
they like to hold small stocks to supply customers at short notice. An 
agency for proprietary goods is generally entrusted to a firm working 
on a purchasing account, who is required to satisfy his principals that 
he has adequate capital and resources for the development of their 
business. Agencies on consignment account should be considered only 
in special circumstances, and only for goods that are not subject to 
deterioration or the vagaries of fashion. 


Portuguese agents will accept most things that are likely to be 
saleable without the aid of special technical knowledge. Where such 
knowledge is desirable, the agency should go only to firms who have 
the necessary qualifications. 


‘There is no substitute,’ the Survey adds, ‘for personal contact, 
personal investigation and constant following-up in. this relatively 
small competitive market.’

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Iranian Exchange Regulations 
for Travellers 


THE CONTROL of exchange in Iran is vested in the Exchange Control 
Comunittee who have put into operation regulations which are strictly 
enforced. 

Intending visitors to Iran, whether for business or other purposes, 
are advised to familiarize themselves with the Iranian Exchange 
Regulations. The following extract from the ‘Revised Summary’ of 
the regulations published by by the Bank Melli Iran is given for guidance: 

1. Travellers entering or leaving Iran may carry with them up to Rials 
2,000 of Iranian banknotes. (As a temporary measure, all travellers entering 
Iran may bring with them any amount of Iranian banknotes which must be 
declared to the Customs officers at the port of entry.) 

2. Travellers of Iranian nationality entering Iran must declare to the 
frontier Customs Authorities the exact amounts of foreign ex they 
carry. These holdings will be noted on their passports. They must sell their 
exchange to an authorized bank within 15 days of their arrival in the country. 

3. Alien travellers entering Iran may bring with them foreign exchange up 
to any amount, but 

(a) They must dohints such holdings to the frontier Customs Officials. 

(b) The Officials will note the amounts and denominations of such 
holding on the travellers’ passports. 

(c) The travellers may sell all or part of their foreign exchange during 
their stay in Iran, but only to an authorized bank. The purchasing 
bank will note such on the visitors’ passports. 

(d) On leaving the country, they must a present the oe of their 
exchange holdings, together with fi 
Officials for inspection. The

It is particularly important that visitors entering Persia should make 
an exact declaration of all the foreign exchange in their possession 
and should be able to account for all this exchange on leaving the 
country. Heavy fines have been imposed on a number of travellers in 
recent months for failure to do this.

PUBLIC NOTICES issued by the Chief Controller of Imports and 
Exports, Government of Pakistan, announce the import policy for 
the shipping period January-June 1955. The main features of the 
new policy are as follows: 

Import licences will be issued to industrial consumers. and 
commercial importers and exporters of certain commodities under 
barter and Export Incentive Scheme (see Board of Trade Journal 
of July 10, 1954, page 82). These licences will be valid for all countries 
in the world. In addition certain items will be licensable from ‘treaty’ 
countries (when applying for such licences the importer is to specify 
the treaty country on the application). Licences will be valid for 
shipment up to June 15, 1955. 


Industrial Sector 


Applications for import licences to be issued in the January-June 
period are invited from industrial consumers for the following items: 
(a) Basic Raw Materials - raw materials which go into actual pro- 
duction of manufactured article; (b) Spare Parts — specialised spare 
parts of machinery required for maintenance and replacement of the 
machines in operation; (c) Capital Goods— machinery and other 
capital equipment required for new installation or for additions 
to an existing one. 

The following applicants will be considered eligible: 

(a) those whose factories are registered under the Factories Act 
and are already in operation; 

(b) those setting up new industries which, when in production, 
will be eligible for registration under the Factories Act; 

(c) cottage industries producing goods on a sizeable scale whose 
applications are recommended for direct licences; 

(d) Co-operative Societies of industrial workers for a particular 
industry with sufficient capital to finance imports and whose byelaws 
do not permit the sale of such imports to non-members. 

In addition to licences which may be issued to industrial consumers 
under clause (c) above, licences may also be issued for small-scale 
and cottage industries not eligible for direct licences to the Director 
of Cottage Industries, Department of Supply & Development, 
Karachi, and Provincial Directors of Industries, who will send 
consolidated itemised statements of the requirements of such 
industries to the Licensing Authority for consideration. 

Industrial consumers will not be issued licences for import of 
items of general stores normally stocked by commercial importers. 
They may be considered for import of items peculiar to the industry, 
including special packing material, which are not normally stocked 
by commercial importers. 

Applications, which will be considered only if they are sponsored 
by the appropriate Sponsoring Authorities, should be despatched 
to these Authorities not later than January 11, 1955. Industrial 
consumers to whom licences are granted for raw materials or 
spares must import the goods for which licences are granted during 
the validity of the licences. No extension or revalidation will be 
granted. In the case of machinery and capital equipment, where 
delivery is likely to extend beyond June 15, 1955, the programme 
of delivery and payment should be clearly indicated in the application 
so that the period of validity of the licence and its value for the current 
shipping period may be determined.

Licences will be issued to categorized and registered importers only. 

Categorised importers will not be required to file fresh applications 
except in certain cases, e.g. Sole Agency Items (see Schedule below), 
and ‘treaty’ country items.

Import Duty on‘ Cars “Adjusted 


By TWO DECREES published in the Mexican Diario Oficial of 
December 10, the import duties on passenger automobiles are amended 
and a new list of values for import purposes is laid down. 

The result of these decrees is to increase the graduated effect of 
the import duties while leaving the least expensive types of car in 
each category subject to practically the same duties as before. 

The first decree covers the changes in import duties on automobiles 
for the transport of up to ten persons, and on material for the assembly 
of such vehicles. The decree entered into force on December 11 in 
respect of 1955 models and on January. 1 in respect of earlier models. 

The second decree, giving the new list of values for import purposes, 
entered into force on December 11 as far as it concerns automobiles 

completely assembled, with the sole exception of those 
vehicles already in Mexico only awaiting despatch. To these the 
circular will apply only when it favours the importer. As far as material 
for assembly is concerned, the same provisions apply as in the first 
decree.
